THE BEAVER VALLEY LINE 


The branch line which the Canadian 
National proposes to build from St. Waal- 
| berg to Bonnyville is a project of very 
| considerable importance to the north- 
| eastern section of Alberta, and of direct 
importance to Edmonton. This line is de- 
signed to open up the valley of the Beaver 
river to settlement. This river rises near 
Lac la Biche and flows eastward into Sas- 
katchewan, where it joins the Churchill. 
Settlement has already extended into the 


| Ashmont to Bonnyville was built as a re- 
sult of this movement, 

While more than half the new line 
will lie in Saskatchewan, it may be ex- 
pected that the results from its construc- 
tion will be of more consequence to <Al- 
berta and to Edmonton than to the neigh- 
| boring province and its trading centres. 
Saskatoon, the nearest of these, will be 
farther away from the heart of the area 
than Edmonton. As the new line will 
give the farmers in the Saskatchewan sec- 
tion of the valley, as well as those in the 
Alberta section, direct access to Vancou- 


ward rather than eastward. Edmonton 
is thus strategically situated to make a 
strong bid for the wholesale trade of this 
new and very fertile area. 


EDMONTON’S POWER PROBLEM 


The revised proposal of the Calgary 
| Power Company follows the general lines 

of the former offer. It has been turned 
| over to Superintendent Cunningham for 
| examination, and in due course its merits 
and demerits will be the subject of a re- 
port. The substance of the proposal is 
that the city should buy power in bulk 


from the company, instead of proceeding | 


| to enlarge the city power plant and re- 
place obsolete machinery, at a cost of per- 
haps a million and a half dollars, Whether,
